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HE  years  have  wrought  extraordinary  changes  in  Lake  Forest 
since  1854,  when  the  "New  School"  Presbyterians  of  Chicago  de- 
termined to  have  their  own  college.  By  a  curious  partnership  the 
Presbvterians  and  the  Congregationalists  had  previously  been  sup- 
porting a  common  educational  system.  But  the  cleavage  broke 
down  when  Dr.  R.  W.  Patterson  and  Dr.  Harvey  Curtis,  then 
pastors  respectively  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  and  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  1856,  with  the  aid  of  business  men  in  Chicago,  caused  the  formation 
of  the  "Lake  Forest  Association,"  whose  purpose  was  to  buy  land  for  a  site  and 
for  endowment. 

Repetition  has  made  familiar  the  story  of  the  beginnings  of  the  "LJniversity." 
The  land  company's  purchase  of  1,300  acres  for  the  projected  institution  amply 
provided  sites  for  the  Academy,  Ferry  Hall,  and  the  College;  and  its  original  re- 
servation to  the  "University"  of  half  of  the  remaining  acreage  would  to-dav  con- 
stitute a  plethoric  endowment.  Difficulties  of  the  most  conspiring  sort  earlv  be- 
set the  young  seat  of  learning,  however,  beginning  with  the  panic  of  1857,  in 
February  of  which  year  the  Illinois  legislature  had  granted  it  a  charter  as  Lind 
University.  Mr.  Sylvester  Lind's  guaranty  of  a  land  endowment  in  Chicago 
valued  at  $100,000  was  nullified  by  the  depression.  Instead  of  this  then  handsome 
sum,  the  University  was  fortunate  to  get  $4,000,  raised  by  means  of  a  subscrip- 
tion paper.  It  accordingly  seemed  a  gracious  concession  of  the  fates  which  per- 
mitted the  erection  of  the  first  Academy  building,  in  the  winter  of  1858-59,  on  the 
present  site  of  Durand  Art  Institute;  but  it  was  reallv  an  earnest  of  the  perma- 
nency of  the  University's  foundation  when  Samuel  F.  Miller,  on  Januarv,  1859, 
met  the  first  Academy  class,  consisting  of  three  pupils. 

In  1859,  also,  a  medical  department  opened  in  Chicago,  but  bore  no  relation 
to  the  University  after  1864.  In  1865  the  State  legislature  approved  the  change 
in  name  of  the  University,  from  Lind  to  Lake  Forest.  Ferrv  Hall  opened  in 
1869  in  the  building  completed  that  year  by  the  trustees;  and  in  1870  the  "Lake 

Forest  Hotel  and  Manufacturing 
Company"  bought,  for  $80,000 
nearly  all  the  remaining  endow- 
ment lands  that  were  alienable, 
and  built  along  the  lake  shore,  on 
the  site  of  the  present-day  Charles 
H.  Schweppe  estate,  a  six  story 
hotel.  But  fortune  averted  its  face 
from  the  enterprise,  and  in  1875 
the  operators  agreed  to  turn  the 
property  over  to  the  Universitv. 
Annual  losses  and  a  debt  of  $40,- 
000  on  the  original  purchase 
money  compelled  this  settlement. 
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Lake  Forest  Hotel  and  Manufacturing  Company  built  in   1870 
on   the   site   of   the   present-day   Charles    H.   Schweppe   estate. 


The  idea  of  the  University  accordingly  found  a  generous  expansion  in  the 
sixty  rooms  for  students  and  the  spacious  recitation  halls;  but  not  for  long  after 
the  collegiate  department  opened  on  September  7,  1876,  under  the  presidency  of 
Dr.  Patterson  and  with  a  freshman  class  of  eight  men  and  four  women.  Fire  in 
the  night  of  December  19,  1877,  left  only  charred  remains  of  the  building.  Dr. 
Patterson's  call  to  other  duties  seemed  further  to  put  the  institution  under  a 
bjight. 

Phoenix-like,  however,  the  University  arose  under  the  goad  of  adversity,  and 
in  the  summer  of  1878  built  College  Hall,  which  was  extended  in  1887.  The 
gymnasium  was  built  in  1891,  and  in  the  same  year  the  Durand  Art  Institute 
came  as  a  gift  to  the  University.  Educational  expansion  was  in  parallel  to  the 
physical  construction,  and  in  1887  graduate  courses  leading  to  the  Ph.D.  degree, 
mainly  in  the  languages  and  the  social  sciences,  were  begun.  Law  and  dental 
colleges  in  Chicago  also  became  affiliated  with  Lake  Forest  in  1889  and  1890; 
but  in  1902  the  trustees  reverted  to  the  original  intention  of  developing  the  basic 
three  institutions  comprising  the  University.  The  succession  of  president  so  far 
had  included  Dr.  Patterson,  Dr.  D.  S.  Gregory,  Dr.  W.  C.  Roberts,  Dr.  J.  G.  K. 
McClure,  and  Dr.  J.  M.  Coulter. 

Having  now,  after  more  than  forty  years  of  struggle,  developed  its  since  of 
direction,  the  University  in  1901  began  to  make  enormous  strides  forward,  under 
the  wise  magistracy  of  Dr.  Richard  Davenport  Harlan,  who  became  President 
in  that  year.  In  his  inaugural  address  Dr.  Harlan  advocated,  with  logic  distin- 
guished for  its  sanity,  the  development  of  a  strong  college  as  the  basis  for  prob- 
able ultimate  expansion  into  a  university;  but  he  expressed  the  strong  convic- 
tion that  Lake  Forest  would  find  its  greatest  distinction  and  usefulness,  even 
though  situated  in  the*  vicinity  of  larger  universities,  in  being  "one  of  the  lead- 
ing institutions  of  a  purely  collegiate  type  in  the  country."  This  program  evoked 
generous  support,  and  its  development  fell  in  the  decade  between  1899  and  1909 
when  the  funds  and  personal  interest  were  procured  to  build  a  library,  chapel, 
two  dormitories,  a  men's  dining  hall,  and  a  science  hall. 

As  in  many  colleges,  the  years  between  1906  and  1918  were  a  period  of  vary- 
ing fortunes.  Under  this  twelve-year  administration  of  Dr.  John  S.  Nollen, 
however,  the  College  procured  additional  funds  of  $500,000,  mainly  for  perma- 
nent endowment,  and  seemed  at  last  to  be  on  a  safe  financial  basis.  The  World 
War  had  a  disturbing  effect 
on  Lake  Forest,  as  on  other 
colleges,  but  the  process  of 
revitalization  that  began 
with  the  accession  of  Dr. 
Herbert  McComb  '96,  in 
1920,  had  immediate  and 
far-reaching  results. 

The  curriculum  was  bet- 
ter adapted  to  contempor- 
ary life,  without  in  any  way 
diminishinij      its      cultural 
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value;  the  student  body  became  annually  larger,  until  nearly  400  undergraduates 
enrolled  in  the  academic  year  1927-28;  new  and  approved  educational  methods 
were  introduced  as  local  conditions  warranted  ;  and  a  new  vision  of  the  value  and 
quality  of  the  original  foundation  emerged  from  the  renascence. 

Far  from  having  completed  its  work,  the  liberal  arts  college,  having  as  its 
purpose  a  cultural  preparation  for  life,  is  only  now  realizing  its  greatest  useful- 
ness. With  the  increasing  interest  of  the  American  people  in  a  sound  culture, 
the  small  college,  owing  to  its  structural  advantages,  will  best  be  able  to  train 
men  and  women  for  abundant  living.  There  is  clear  evidence  of  this  fact  in  the 
growing  belief,  even  among  the  large  universities,  that  the  ''inner  college"  prin- 
ciple, patterned  after  the  unitary  structure  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  is  the  best 
solution  for  the  contemporary  ills  of  higher  education  in  the  United  States.  The 
fact  that  the  great  universities  need  only  financial  means  in  order  to  develop 
these  component  parts  of  themselves,  merely  exposes  them  to  the  same  difficul- 
ties that  have  harassed  the  small  colleges  in  the  period  since  the  war,  when  size 
and  large  accomplishment  have  been  the  main  public  criteria  of  excellence  in 
judging  the  nation's  educational   institutions. 

The  severe  criticism  to  which  the  universities  have  been  subject  in  the  last 
decade  is  an  enormously  helpful  purgative,  however.  It  is  already  compelling 
a  revaluation  of  educational  aims  and  policies,  and  the  trend  seems  demonstrably 
to  be  back  to  the  intimate  influences  and  the  liberal  studies  of  the  traditional 
small  college  in  this  country. 

Lake  Forest  is  therefore  in  a  peculiarly  advantageous  position,  since  its  un- 
excelled local  environment  and  its  proximity  to  Chicago  give  it  a  fine  equipment 
for  what  it  aims  to  do,  and  for  what  needs  to  be  done.  A  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  is  now  working  wisely  on  a  comprehensive  campus  plan  for  the 
future,  in  which  the  whole  development  of  the  College  will  be  envisioned. 
Quality  and  distinction  will  be  the  paramount  issues.  It  is  necessary  at  this  point, 
therefore,  to  consider  the  problem  in  terms  of  students  and  equipment  and  re- 
sources, and  to  determine  definitely  what  the  College  shall  or  shall  not  be. 

One  suggestion  of  a  College  aiming  to  give  the  best  possible  training  to  a 
student  body  of  600,  has  been  favorably  received.  The  development  of  a  pro- 
gram based  on  this  principle  and  intelligently  presented  to  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  College  should  fulfill  this  vision  of  Dr.  Harlan's.  It  is  the  determination 
of  the  present  administration  to  come  to  a  fruition  of  his  hopes,  and  of  its  own.

The  Atheltic  Board  of  Control  is  one  of  the  oldest  student  organizations  on 
the  campus.  It  consisted  originally  of  both  men  and  women,  as  well  as  managers 
and  captains  of  the  various  teams.  But  with  the  gradual  elimination  of  the  latter 
and  the  reorganization  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Association  in  1926,  the  Board  was 
then  limited  to  three  men  representatives  from  the  student  body.  In  1928  one  more 
junior  and  one  more  sophomore  were  added  to  the  board,  so  that  the  board  now 
consists  of  two  faculty  advisers,  two  seniors,  two  juniors  and  one  sophomore. 

The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  award  letters,  numerals,  decide  on  the  eligibility 
of  players,  name  men  eligible  for  captaincy  and  conduct  their  election,  and  appoint 
managers  of  the  various  sports. 

This  year  the  Board  drew  up  a  plan  which  provided  a  new  system  of  selecting 
student  managers  for  the  various  sports.  The  purpose  of  the  plan  is  to  regulate  the 
routine  work  of  the  managerial  position  to  competitors  for  the  position  of  manager, 
leaving  the  manager  free  to  supervise  the  work  to  be  done.  By  this  plan  the  com- 
petitois  are  to  be  drawn  from  the  sophomore  class,  the  winner  to  be  chosen  by  the 
varsity  manager,  the  coach,  and  the  graduate  manager  of  athletics.  These  three  men 
voting  on  the  competitors  in  a  preferential  manner.  The  winner  is  assistant  manager 
in  his  junior  year  and  varsity  manager  in  his  senior  year, 
ger  of  the  freshman  team  in  that  sport  in  his  junior  year.

Prof.  Russell  C.  Tomlinson  came  to  Lake 
Forest  to  fill  a  big  job.  There  is  little  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  those  who  have  worked  with  him 
and  those  who  have  seen  his  plays  that  he  has 
filled  the  job  and  done  it  well.  As  professor  of 
speech  and  director  of  the  Garrick  Players,  he  has 
kept  the  work  of  the  Players  at  the  same  high 
level  set  by  Professor  Leverton  during  his  four 
years  stay  in  Lake  Forest.  He  has  had  an  un- 
usually successful  "first  season"  and  has  become 
one  of  the  most  popular  professors  on  the  Col- 
lege campus. 

The  Players'  twenty-seventh  season,  with 
Herman  O.  Olson  ex-'29  as  president,  opened 
with  the  Anita  Loos-John  Emerson  comedy,  "The 
Whole  Town's  Talking,"  on  October  24,  intro- 
ducing some  interesting  freshmen  as  actors  and 
Professor  Tomlinson  as  director.  This  was  en- 
thusiastically received  both  by  the  campus  and 
the  city.  The  second  play  of  the  season,  "In  Walked  Jimmy,"  presented  on  Dad's 
day,  November  17,  featured  Edwin  L.  Bulow  and  Fritzie  Brennan,  both  '30,  and 
was  likewise  a  creditable  success.  The  Players  proper  then  took  a  brief  rest  pre- 
ceeding  the  Christmas  holidays  while  F.  Colton  Chunn  '29  and  Mr.  Olson  prepared 
and  presented  the  second  annual  presentation  of  the  musical  revue  "Let's  Pretend," 
on  December  17  and  19. 

"Dulcy,"  Kaufman-Connelly  comedy  that  brought  honors  to  Lois  B.  Brooke  '32, 
opened  the  second  semester  season  with  four  performances,  three  in  Lake  Forest  on 
February  15,  20,  and  21.  Fhe  fourth  was,  at  the  request  of  Rear  Admiral  Thomas 
T.  Craven,  at  the  Great  Lakes  Naval  Training  Station,  before  1200  sailors  and 
officers.     Here  the  Players  were  eagerly  received  and  entertained  after  the  performance. 

The  "heavy-'  play  of  the  year,  Augustus  Thomas'  Civil  War  drama,  "The 
Copperhead,"  was  produced  March  13  and  14  and  gave  Frank  A.  Reeds  '32  and 
Tekla  S.  Wainio  '32  opportunity  to  show  their  talent  in  emotional  acting.  The 
annual  tour  extending  from  April  1  to  9,  was  made  with  the  Nugents'  "Kempy,"  and 
the  play  was  well  received  by  large  audiences  everywhere1  it  was  made  known.  At 
the  time  of  The  Forester's  going  to  press  Professor  Tomlinson  had  announced  that 
two  more  productions  would  complete  the  Players  season,  making  a  total  of  seven 
full-length  plays,  a  musical  revue,  and  several  one-act  programs  given  at  intervals 
throughout  the  year.  Middleton's  "Tides"  was  entered  in  the  National  One-Act 
Play  tournament  sponsored  by  Northwestern   University,  April    18-20. 

The  Garrick  Players  strive  to  provide  pleasing  entertainment  to  the  students  and 
townspeople,  to  give  interested  and  talented  students  opportunity  to  act  and  attend 
to  producing,  and  to  popularize  the  theatre  through  the  mediums  they  choose  to 
present.  Under  the  second-semester  presidency  of  Edwin  L.  Bulow  '30  a  constitu- 
tion  has  been   drawn   up  providing  among  other   things  that,   as   in   the   past,   anyone 
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may  become  a  member  who  participates  in  four  plays  an  enrolls  in  the  College  course 
in  stage  fundamentals.  Professor  Tomlinson's  staff  for  the  season  has  included 
Laurence  M.  Palmer  '28,  assistant  director;  H.  Eleanor  Lombard  '29,  manager; 
Thomas  B.  Lawrence,  stage  manager  ;  Chester  P.  Hohvay  '29,  publicity.

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The  growth  of  the  musical  department  at  Lake  Forest  is  coinc.dent  with  the 
appointment  of  Carleton  Cummings  as  Musical  Director  of  the  college  in  1924.  That 
year  marked  the  hirth  of  the  Chapel  Choir  and  the  Student  Chorus.  With  the 
establishment  of  the  College  Band  a  year  later  and  the  Theater  Orchestra  in  1927, 
musical  affairs  at  the  college  reached  their  highest  degree  of  development  to  date. 

Anyone  who  is  connected  with  the  college  is  aware  of  the  large  part  which  these 
organizations  play  in  campus  events.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  establishment  of  these 
groups  must  go  to  Mr.  Cummings,  who  has  been  an  indefatigable  worker  in  his 
attempt  to  establish  music  on  a  firm  footing  in  the  college  curriculum.  That  his 
efforts  have  been  to  a  large  degree  successful,  is  evidenced  bv  the  large  increase  in 
the  enrollment  of  students  in  musical  courses  under  his  regime.  This  year  over  a 
hundred  students  took  part  in  the  work  of  the  band,  chorus,  choir  and  orchestra. 
When  it  is  considered  that  this  is  over  half  the  enrollment  of  the  college  one  realizes 
the  place  occupied  by  music  on  the  campus. 

STUDENT  ASSISTANTS 
Among  the  people  who  have  aided  materially  in  building  up  the  department  of 
music  are  the  student  musical  directors.     Their  work  consists  in  encouraging  attend- 
ance at  rehearsals,  checking  up  on  absentees,  and  promoting  interest  in  musical  affairs. 

F.  Colton  Chunn,  on  his  own  initiative,  last  year  organized  and  directed  the 
Theater  Orchestra,  which  has  become  as  a  result  the  regular  college  orchestra  with 
a   recognized   place   in  the   college  curriculum. 

Donald  D.  Langdon  has  for  four  yars  devoted  himself  to  the  interests  of  the 
musical  groups.  This  year  he  served  as  President  of  the  Chorus  and  as  Student 
Director  of  the   Band. 

Glenn  K.  Olson,  as  President  of  the  Chapel  Choir,  has  done  much  this  year 
to  insure  the  regular  attendance  of  the  members  of  that  organizat'on.

At  present,  emphasis  is  being 
placed  on  the  formation  of  a  men's  glee  club  and  a  women's  glee  club  within  the 
organization.

Last  year,  F.  Colton  Chunn,  of  the  class  of  '29,  organized,  on  his  own  initiative,  an  orches- 
tra to  provide  music  between  intermissions  at  the  Garrick  plays.  The  theater  orchestra,  as  it 
was  designated,  soon  developed  under  Mr.  Chunn's  capable  guidance  into  the  leading  musical 
organization   of  its   type   on  the  campus,   supplanting  the  former   regular   college   orchestra. 

This  musical  unit  is  one  of  the  most  active  groups  in  the  school,  not  only  is  it  an  an 
invaluable  aid  to  the  Garrick  productions  but  it  is  also  a  prominent  factor  in  the  success  of 
the  annual  student  council  musical  revue  Let's  Pretend.  Last  year,  the  orchestra  was  on  the 
program  with  the  Sw:ft  Company's  male  chorus  at  a  concert  in  the  auditorium  of  Deerfield- 
Shield's  High  School.  This  year  it  played  in  the  Hotel  La  Salle,  Chicago,  before  some  1200 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Union  of  Chicago  and   vicinity. 

This  organization  is  now  a  recognized  part  of  the  college  curriculum.  Membership  is 
open  to  all  students  of  any  musical  ability.  One  hour  of  college  credit  is  given  for  participa- 
tion in  the  semi-weekly  practices.  After  Mr.  Chunn's  graduation  at  the  semester  the  orchestra 
was  given  to  the  efficient  care  of  Prof.  Otto  E.  Graham,  director  of  the  band.

By  the  adoption  of  a  plan  centering  the  control  of  all 
college  publications  under  one  board,  composed  of  faculty 
advisors  and  students,  the  college  placed  student  publi- 
cations, this  year,  upon  a  much  firmer  basis  than  has 
heretofore  been  possible.  The  plan,  which  was  formu- 
lated largely  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Edwin  J. 
Schruers,  and  Mr.  John  A.  Pollard  of  the  department  of 
English,,  and  Chester  P.  Holwav,  editor  of  the  Stentor, 
embodies  several  important  changes  among  its  provisions. 
Chief  among  these  are:  the  appointment  of  a  general  busi- 
ness manager  in  charge  of  both  the  Stentor  and  the  For- 
ester, the  removal  of  the  Forester  from  the  hands  of  the 
Junior  class  by  providing  that  the  editor  shall  normally  be 
a  senior,  and  the  selection  of  succeeding  editors  and  busi- 
ness managers  from  previous  assistants,  these  assistants 
to  be  composed  of  six  associate  editors  of  the  Stentor,  six 
associate  editors  of  the  Forester,  and  three  assistant  busi- 
ness managers.  Under  this  plan,  therefore,  means  are 
provided  by  which  editors  and  managers  are  adequately 
trained  for  the'r  positions,  resulting  in  more  efficient  work 
and  the  ultimate  lessening  of  their  burdens.  Another  im- 
portant feature  of  the  plan  is  that  under  it  positions  on 
both  staffs  are  open  to  all  students  of  the  college  upon  a 
basis  of  complete  equality. 
The  plan   is  divided   into  eleven   sections  which   deal    with   the   following  subjects:   1.     The 

formation   of   the   board   of   publications.     2.     Appointment   of   the    General    Business    Manager. 

3.     Arrangement  of  the  Stentor  staff.     4.     Arrangement   of   the   Forester   staff.      5.     Method   of 

choosing  General   Business   Manager.     6.     Method   of   choos  ng   the   editors   of   the   Stentor   and 

Forester.     7.     Basis  on   which   the   editor's   assistants   are   chosen,   promotion    and   dismissal.      S. 

All  supervisory  and   appointment  powers  vested   in  the   president  of  the  college   and   the   board. 

9.     Qualifications  of  the  editor-in-chief  of  the  Stentor.     10.     Qualifications  of  the  editor-in-chief 

of  the  Forester.     11.     Common  qualifications  for  both   positions. 

JOURNALISM  CLASS   ESTABLISHED 

This  year  the  efficiency  and  scope  of  the  Stentor  was  augmented  by  the  addition  to  the 
English  department  of  a  course  in  newspaper  writing  taught  by  John  A.  Pollard.  The  class 
met  at  two-thirty  every  Wednesday  afternoon,  one  hour  of  college  credit  being  given  for 
completion  of  the  course.  Textbook  work  and  lectures  by  Mr.  Pollard  were  supplemented  by 
laboratory  work  on  the  Stentor,  each  student  being  required  to  have  seventy-five  inches  of 
published  work,  per  semester,  in  the  Stentor.  After  the  departure  of  Mr.  Pollard,  in  the  second 
semester,  Mr.  Edwin  J.  Schruers  was  in  charge  of  the  class.  The  members  of  the  Journalism 
claiss  who  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  work  of  the  Stentor  this  year  are:  Howard  Williams, 
Ashley  Beatty,  Albert  Schultz,  Homer  Chevrier,  Anthony  Pierce,  John  Kirby,  Edward  Petersen, 
Muriel   Vauger,   Olive   Robinson,   Ida    Duke,   and   Audrev   Crowder.

The  Stentor,  a  weekly  newspaper,  has  been  a  strong  factor  in  influencing  student 
opinion  since  its  inception  in  1880.  The  growth  of  the  Stentor  followed  closely  that 
of  the  college,  and  it  passed  through  several  periods  marked  by  intense  struggle  by 
rival  literary  organizations  for  its  domination.  Eventually,  however,  it  was  given 
a  clear  field  and  has  today  advanced  to  the  front  ranks  of  college  weekly  papers  in 
this  section. 

This  year,  under  the  able  editorship  of  Chester  P.  Holway,  the  Stentor  became 
an  even  more  potent  force  in  the  formation  of  student  opinion  and  action.  Through 
a  program,  presented  consistently  to  the  student  body,  the  Stentor  endeavored  to  pro- 
mote and  foster  much  needed  improvements  and  changes  on  the  campus.

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The  first  Student  Handbook  to  be  published  by  Lake  Forest  College  was  under 
the  direction  of  Chester  P.  Holway  '29,  with  Charles  G.  Steele  '31  as  Business  Mana- 
ger. The  first  edition,  a  slender,  red  booklet  was  issued  to  new  and  old  students  for 
the  first  time  on  registration  day,  September  20,  1928.  Bound  in  an  attractive  leather- 
ette cover  and  printed  on  high  quality  white  paper,  the  first  Student  Handbook  was  a 
booklet  of  information  well  up  to  the  standards  set  by  the  universities  and  large  col- 
leges all  over  the  country. 

The  Handbook  aims  to  supply  the  incoming  freshman  each  year  with  a  compact 
and  essential  collection  of  information  and  advice  with  the  purpose  of  orienting  the 
newcomer  sooner  to  his  new  environment,  and  instilling  in  him  the  spirit  of  the  col- 
lege he  has  chosen  as  his  alma  mater.  The  1928-29  Handbook  is  divided  into  nine 
sections:  The  College:  History,  President's  Message,  Administration,  The  Alumni, 
and  The  Students;  )  ells :  Songs,  Insignia  and  Traditions;  College  Regulations  Per- 
taining to  Students;  Student  Activities:  Athletics:  Lake  Forest  Spirit,  The  Coach, 
The  Athletic  Plant,  Freshman  Athletics,  Varsity  Sports,  Awards,  Track  Records, 
and  Intramurals;  Social  Organizations ;  Women:  Dean's  Greeting,  Self  Govern- 
ment, Constitution,  House  Rules,  Definitions,  Athletics,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Sororities, 
and  Rushing  Rules;  General  Information:  Campus  Directorv,  Points  of  Interest, 
Class  Schedules,   Football   Schedules,   and   Index. 

The  editor  of  the  Handbook  is  appointed  by  the  administration  from  the  student 
body  each  year.  John  A.  Komar  '31  has  been  selected  to  edit  the  second  edition, 
which  will  probably  be  published  in  the  summer  and  mailed  to  new  students  who  have 
completed  their  arrangements  for  admission  in  September,

It  is  with  keen  regret  that  we  record  the  fact  of  Coach  Floyd  L. 
Brown's  departure  from  Lake  Forest.  This  was  Coach  Brown's  fifth 
year  at  the  college  and  during  those  five  years  he  has  done  much  to 
build  up  not  only  intercollegiate  but  intramural  athletics  here.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Miami  University  and  the  Springfield  College  of  Physical 
Education,  where  he  was  a  letter  man  in  football,  basketball,  and  base- 
ball. He  first  made  a  name  for  himself  at  Kemper  Military  Academy, 
where  he  developed  championship  teams.  He  later  coached  at  Lombard 
u  t/J  College,  Lake  Forest  Academy,  and  the  Young  Man's  Club  of  Lake  Forest. 

While  Coach  Brown  has  not  developed  many  championship  teams 
during  his  athletic  regime,  he  has  placed  athletics  upon  a  much  firmer 
basis  than  they  have  ever  been  before  in  the  college.  Taking  over  the 
reins  when  athletics  at  the  college  were  generally  in  a  rather  weak  shape, 
Brown  built  up  a  strong  department  consisting  of  a  well  defined  intra- 
mural system  and  better  than  the  usual  average  of  winning  teams.  The 
trend  in  athletics,  here,  has  been  consistently  upward  since  Brown's 
arrival,  which  may  or  may  not  be  due  to  the  fact  that  he  has  always 
stressed  "Co-operation  and  Clean  Plav"  in  his  work.  Although,  re- 
gretting the  fact  that  Coach  Brown  is  compelled  to  leave  us.  we  can 
but  wish  him  the  best  of  success  in  his  growing  business  interests. 

Coach  Brown's  place  will  be  taken  by  his  former  assistant,  Coach 
Ira  D.  Macintosh.  Coach  Macintosh,  although  a  young  man,  has  had 
quite  a  bit  of  experience  along  his  chosen  line.  After  graduation  from  Rhode  Island  State 
College  he  had  one  year  of  experience  in  Warwick  High  School,  Apponaug,  R.  I.,  four  years 
of  college  coaching,  two  at  Rhode  Island  State  and  two  at  Lake  Forest,  and  four  years  of 
professional  football  with  the  Providence  Steam  Rollers.  While  here,  he  has  been  in  charge 
of  Freshman  sports  and  varsity  track.  The  past  season  he  coached  the  freshman  football  team 
to  an   undefeated  season. 

WOMEN'S  ATHLETICS 
This  is  the  second  year  in  which  women's  athletics  have  been  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Penfield,  a  graduate  of  Northwestern 
University.  Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest,  Miss  Penfield  was  direc- 
tor of  physical  education  for  girls  at  the  Miss  Harriss  school  for 
girls  in  Chicago  and  at  the  Bureau  of  Recreation  in  Evanston.  Under 
her  efficient  direction  athletics  have  become  a  much  more  attractive  to 
the  fair  sex  on  the  campus.  One-hundred  and  eight  young  women  in 
physical  education  groups  engaged  in  field  hockey  until  Thanks- 
giving, in  basketball  and  swimming  during  the  winter,  and  in  track 
and  kindred  sports  in  the  spring.  Miss  Penfield  has  organized  a 
hockey  series  and  a  spring  track  meet  and  has  fostered  the  inter-class 
and    intersorority    basketball    games. 

CONFERENCE  RELATIONS 
Lake  Forest  at  the  present  time  is  a  member  of  only  the  Little 
Nineteen  Conference.  After  the  disbandment  of  the  W-I  circuit, 
Lake  Forest  presented  a  request  for  admission  to  the  Mid-West  Con- 
ference, a  group  made  up  of  the  strongest  college  teams  in  the  middle 
west.  This  petition  is  still  being  considered.  However  there  is  little 
doubt  but  that  Lake  Forest  will  ultimately  be  admitted  to  this  organiz- 
ation, as  most  of  the  members  are  already  on  her  her  athletic  schedules.

It  was  not  wholly  a  Stagg  party  in  Chicago  on  October  6  when  the  first  course 
in  Lake  Forest's  1928  football  menu  was  served  for  the  hundreds  of  North  Shore 
partisans  who  attended.  For  while  the  Maroon  counted  the  winning  margin  of  three 
points  on  Mendenhall's  goal  from  placement  in  the  last  period,  Coach  Stagg's  B. 
Varsity  found  the  North  Shore  eleven  too  large  an  assignment  to  handle.  Only  when 
the  regular  shock  troops  got  into  action  did  the  Midway  eleven  overcome  Brown's  boys. 
Defensive  strength  showed  prominently  in  Lake  Forest's  initial  game,  yet  there  was 
no  power  on  offense.  The  "Red  Devils"  emerged  from  this  test  with  only  slight 
casualties.  Squires  sustained  a  shoulder  injury  but  the  rest  of  the  squad  reported 
only  bruises. 

The  difficulty  of  the  schedule,  however,  next  brought  the  College  eleven  against 
Carroll,  last  year's  winner  of  the  Wisconsin  Illinois  Conference  title,  at  Waukesha. 
Coach  Armstrong's  beefy  eleven  beat  against  the  stiff  resistance  of  Brown's  boys  for 
the  first  three  quarters  of  the  game,  and  then  in  the  final  period  "swept  down  like  the 
wolf  on  the  fold".  A  strong  passing  game,  launched  as  the  last  period  opened,  ground 
the  Lake  Foresters  in  the  mud.  Their  defense  against  the  overhead  style  of  play 
was  loosely  knit.  Score:  Carroll  19,  Lake  Forest  0.  Martin's  punting,  Ferzacca's  re- 
turning of  punts,  and  Johnson's  brilliant  play  at  tackle,  where  he  substituted  for  the 
ailing  Squires,  were  the  bright  spots  in  Lake  Forest's  dark  canvas.  The  250  students 
who  accompainied  the  team  in  the  College  special  train,  returned  home,  blithe, 
oblivious,  to  dance.

From  this  tussle  the  Red  and  Black  squad  came  up  smiling,  but  with  a  numerous 
hospital  list.  Captain  Stang's  sprained  ankle  required  patient  treatment;  Rostkowski 
reported  a  shoulder  injury;  Ferner  and  M.  Burk  were  badly  jarred  by  their  heavier 
opponents. 

The  next  game  on  the  schedule  was  with  Lawrence  College  at  Appleton,  Wiscon- 
sin, on  October  20.  Last  year  the  Vikings  were  trounced  12  to  0  but  this  year  Lake 
Forest  went  down  before  the  Badger  forces  15  to  7.  The  Red  Devils  missed  several 
opportunities  to  score  in  the  first  half,  but  scored  once  when  Ferzacca  carried  the  ball 
over  on  straight  football  and  then  added  the  point.  Lake  Forest  folded  up  completely 
in  the  second  half  and  was  run  over  for  two  touchdowns  and  a  place  kick.  In  these 
two  periods  the  College  eleven  was  piled  up  repeatedly,  by  an  inferior  eleven  deter- 
mined to  win. 

On  October  27  North  Central  came  to  Lake  Forest.  The  Naperville  squad 
fought  evenly  throughout  the  first  game  of  the  season  at  Farwell  field,  but  lost  when 
Davey's  fumble  was  recovered  by  Ferzacca,  who  ran  45  yards  for  the  score  and  then 
added  the  point  from  placement.  This  spurt  came  in  the  third  period,  after  Lake 
Forest  had  twice  failed  in  the  first  half  to  capitalize  scoring  chances.  The  visitors 
made  their  only  threat  in  the  final  quarter  and  it  fell  just  short  of  a  touchdown  when 
the  final  whistle  blew  with  the  ball  only  a  half-yard  out  from  the  Red  and  Black  goal 
line.  The  passing  combination  of  Ferzacca  and  Captain  Stang  and  the  brilliant 
tackle  play  of  Roskie  featured  Lake  Forest's  game. 

Pre-game  figuring  indicated  another  close  Beloit-Lake  Forest  game  when  the  old 
Wisconsin  rival  came  to  Farwell  Field  on  November  3  for  the  Homecoming  Day 
attraction.  The  scoreless  tie  accordingly  left  everybody  happy  except  the  more  san- 
guine partisans  of  the  two  elevens.  Playing  conditions  operated  against  the  open 
game  and  most  of  the  strategy  of  the  day  was  built  around  the  close  order  of  play. 
Martin's  accurate  punting,  despite  the  soggy  ball,  gave  Lake  Forest  a  decided  advant- 
age, which  figured  largely  in  offering  Brown's  charges  four  good  scoring  opportunities. 
Beloit  had,  fewer  thrusts  at  the  Lake  Forest  goal,  and  was  likewise  unable  to  score. 

On  November  10  the  weather  was  still  adverse  and  another  mud  battle  was  pro- 
vided for  disappointed  spectators.  Monmouth  brought  to  Farwell  Field  an  alert 
hard-fighting  eleven,  that  rose  superior  to  obvious  handicaps  and  emerged  victorious 
over  the  Red  Devils  13  to  0.  The  down-State  machine  earned  sixteen  first  downs 
against  four  for  Lake  Forest,  and  scored  on  runs  of  35  and  50  vards  by  Walker  and 
Benceni,  respectively.  Monmouth  was  held  from  further  scoring  by  stout  defensive 
play  of  the  Red  and  Black  when  it  was  backed  up  against  its  goal,  and  in  turn  checked 
several  scoring  attempts  by  the  home  eleven.  Roskie  and  Ferzacca  performed  very 
creditably  for  Lake  Forest,  particularly  on  the  defense. 
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MUD  FEST  OX  WITH  NORTHWESTERN  — DAD'S  DAY 

The  brumous  haze  that  had  hung  over  the  North  Shore  district  for  weeks  settled 
into  a  steady  downpour  on  Dad's  Day,  November  17,  and  the  Lake  Forest-North- 
western College  football  attraction  took  on  the  semblance  of  a  naval  engagement.  Lake 
Forest  succeeded  in  slipping  over  three  touchdowns,  but  was  unable  to  drive  the  ball 
over  the  uprights  for  any  of  the  three  subsequent  points.  Score:  Lake  Forest  18, 
Northwestern  College  0.  Northwestern's  defense  against  the  passing  game  was  inept, 
and  two  of  the  three  touchdowns  scored  against  the  Wisconsin  eleven  resulted  directly 
from  passes.  In  the  first  period,  Hernly,  end,  outran  the  Northwestern  backs  to  clutch 
the  slippery  ball  in  the  end  zone  for  the  first  score,  and  in  the  second  quarter  Stang 
took  a  10-yard  flip  from  Martin  while  standing  back  of  the  visitor's  goal.  Stang 
scored  the  third  touchdown  soon  after  the  start  of  the  fourth  quarter,  following  a 
long  pass  from  Martin  to  Rostkowski  that  placed  the  oval  on  the  Northwestern  15- 
yard  line.  Stang  slipped  through  the  mud  around  end  on  one  play  to  register  Lake 
Forest's  final  score  of  the  season. 

During  the  1928  campaign  Lake  Forest  won  two  games,  lost  four,  and  tied  one. 
Coach  F.  L.  Brown  was  handicapped  all  season  by  the  lack  of  capable  substitutes  for 
his  flyweights,  and  most  of  the  setbacks  came  late  in  the  game  when  the  heavier  oppon- 
ents had  worn  down  his  160-pound  varsity.  Lake  Forest  was  forced,  accordingly,  to 
play  defensive  football  most  of  the  season,  scoring  only  32  points  as  against  50  for  the 
opponents.  Ferzacca,  made  14,  Captain  Stang  turned  in  12,  and  Hernly  contributed 
the  remaining  six.  Enos,  Roskie,  and  Stang  are  lost  by  graduation  in  June  but  the 
rest  of  the  squad  will  probably  be  available  next  fall.

The  second  year  of  freshman  football  at  Lake  Forest  was  unusually  successful. 
Coach  Ira  D.  Macintosh's  freshman  eleven  showed  future  promise  by  going  through 
a  five  game  schedule  with  no  other  mar  on  its  record  than  a  6-6  tie  with  the  soldiers 
from  Fort  Sheridan.  While  the  opponents  were  able  to  gather  only  19  points  the  Red 
and  Black  yearlings  ran  up  a  total  of  97  and  were  not  scored  on  in  two  games.

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The  Clayton  Mark  Trophy  was  donated  this  year  by  Clayton  Mark,  a  resident  of 
Lake  Forest  and  a  member  of  the  college  board  of  trustees,  to  be  given  to  the  man 
adjuged  to  be  the  most  valuable  player  on  the  football  team  each  year.  It  is  a  large 
silver  cup  with  space  on  it  for  the  engraving  of  one-hundred  names,  and  is  to  be  kept 
in  rotation  for  one  hundred  years,  each  winner  keeping  possession  for  one  year. 

As  the  donor  did  not  specify  the  mode  of 
awarding  the  cup  there  was  some  question  as 
to  how  this  was  to  be  done.  It  was  finally 
decided  to  take  a  vote  of  the  student  body, 
fraternities,  and  the  football  squad,  and  us.'ng 
these  choices  as  indexes  of  opinion  to  submit 
the  question  to  the  vote  of  the  faculty  com- 
mittee on  athletics,  which  with  the  counsel  of 
President  H.  M.  Moore  would  make  the 
final  selection  of  the  winner  of  the  trophy. 

The  first  awardee  of  the  trophy  was  Peter 
B.  Mayer,  center  for  two  years  on  the  var- 
sity, and  playing  every  quarter  of  the  seven 
games  scheduled  this  season.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Junior  class  and  has  one  more  year 
of  varsity  football.  Besides  playing  his  posi- 
tion on   the  football  team  he  is  a  star  hurler 
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The  cross-country  team  was  able  to  win  but  one  of  the  five  dual  meets  this  year. 

Four  of  the  meets  were  held  in  Lake  Forest  at  the  time  of  the  home  games  on  the 
football  schedule.     Only  Beloit  fell  victim  to  the  Gold  Coast  hill  and  dale  squad. 

The  Lake  Forest  cross-country  squad  was  usually  composed  of  Captain  Harry  R. 
Fawcett  '29,  Peter  Presta  '29,  Joseph  Hayes  '31,  John  Davison  '31,  LaVerne  Dixon 
'31,  and  William  Hall  '31.  Hayes  was  the  star  of  the  season,  placing  first  in  three 
of  the  meets  and  finishing  tenth  among  the  forty  or  more  harriers  entered  in  the 
Illinois  Intercollegiate  A.  A.  meet  at  Peoria  on  November  24.  Hayes  was  the  only 
Lake  Forest  entrant. 

Fawcett,  Presta,  and  Hayes  received  varsity  letters  at  the  close  of  the  season  and 
Hayes  was  elected  captain  for   1929.

Haskrtball  Reason  1928 

The  1928  basketball  season  was  opened  on  December  7  against  Chicago  Normal. 
Lake  Forest  got  off  to  an  early  lead  which  they  held  throughout  the  game.  Ferzacca 
scored  ninteen  points  to  bring  the  home  team  a  36  to  31  victory.  The  game  was 
close  and  hard-fought  with  the  Foresters  showing  promise  of  a  strong  passing  game. 

The  next  game  against  the  University  of  Chicago  Reserves  gave  The  Gold  Coast 
quintet  an  easy  34  to  18  victory.  Roskie  and  Pratt  starred  for  the  Lake  Forest  team 
with  eleven  and  eight  points  respectively.  The  passing  and  shooting  of  the  Foresters 
was  exceptionally  good  for  so  early  in  the  season. 

Crane  Junior  College  handed  Brown's  team  its  first  defeat  by  a  score  of  27  to  25. 
Lake  Forest  was  ragged  throughout  the  game  and  a  last  minute  spurt  saved  them  from 
a  worse  score. 

In  the  last  pre-season  game,  Y  College  of  Chicago  downed  the  Foresters  26  to  22 
at  the  college  gym.     Ferzacca  was  again  high  point  man,  netting  eight  points. 

The  first  game  of  the  regular  season  on  January  1 1,  resulted  in  a  35  to  16  victory 
for  Western  State  Normal  of  Kalamazoo,  Michigan.  They  had  by  far  the  best 
team  that  played  in  the  gym  this  year  and  outclassed  Lake  Forest  in  height,  weight, 
and  playing  ability.     The  home  team  made  only  five  baskets  out  of  thirtv  nine  attempts. 

Three  days  later  the  Red  and  Black  showed  a  reversal  of  form  and  downed  North- 
western College  28  to  22  at  the  gym.      Roskie  led  the  scoring  with   nine  points  and 


Macklin  sneaked  down  from  back  guard  for  second  honors  with 
three  baskets.     Stang  played  a  good  floor  game. 

In  an  overtime  game  on  January  18,  Lake  Forest  handed 
Carroll  a  37  to  35  defeat,  the  first  that  a  Carroll  team  has  re- 
ceived in  the  last  three  years  of  Lake  Forest-Carroll  relations. 
The  game  was  fast  and  close  throughout.  Roskie  knotted  the 
score  with  two  baskets  in  the  last  minutes  and  Ferzacca  got  two 
in  the  overtime  period  to  bring  his  total  to  twelve  points  for  the 
game. 

An  examination  tired  team  went  to  Beloit  on  February  2 
and  dropped  a  slow  game  to  Beloit  31  to  18.  Too  much  study- 
ing had  spoiled  the  eyes  of  the  Foresters,  only  one  field  goal  was 
made  in  the  last  half  after  the  score  standing  fourteen  all  at  the 
end  of  the  first  period. 

After  having  a  16  to  9  lead  at  the  half,  Brown's  cagers  lost 
an  exciting  game  to  North  Central  at  Naperville  on  February  8 
by  the  score  of  29  to  27.  Stang  and  Ashton  garnered  three  bas- 
kets each  to  lead  the  scoring  for  the  Gold  Coasters.  The  game 
was  fast  and  well  played.     A  strong  comeback  in  the  second  half

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The  following  night  the   University  of  Illinois   B   Squad   dished   the   Foresters  a 
28  to  20  defeat  at  Champaign.     Brown  used  two  full  teams  during  the  game  and  the 
regulars,  after  a  rest  at  the  start  of  the  second  half,  came  back  and 
ran  the  score  to  eighteen  all,  but  where  unable  to  hold  the  pace  on 
the  large  floor.    Roskie  and  Ferzacca  did  good  work  for  the  losers. 

On  February  16,  Lake  Forest  avenged  the  29  to  27  defeat 
at  North  Central  by  trouncing  the  Naperville  men  33  to  25. 
The  passing  and  shooting  of  the  home  team  was  exceptionally 
good.      Roskie  with  fifteen  points  was  high  for  the  game. 

The  high  light  of  the  season  came  on  February  20  when  the 
Illinois  B  Squad  was  downed  35  to  33  in  a  fast  game  at  Lake 
Forest.  The  score  at  the  half  was  26  to  14  for  Lake  Forest,  but 
the  advantage  in  height  and  weight  held  by  the  Illinois  team 
began  to  tell.  Roskie,  Ashton  and  Ferzacca  divided  twenty-eight 
points  between  them.  Macklin's  work  at  guard  kept  the  "near 
regulars"  from  getting  in  for  any  short  shots.

only  bring  the  score  to  a  25  to  23  count  and  then  were  done. 
Ferzacca  scored  eleven  points,  most  of  them  coming  in  the  five 
minute  spurt  when  Lake  Forest  got  fourteen  of  its  twenty- 
three  points. 

In  the  last  home  game  of  the  season,  Beloit  was  trimmed 
45  to  25,  at  no  time  threatening  the  lead  of  the  Foresters  who 
were  in  front  from  the  start.  This  was  by  far  the  best  per- 
formance given  by  the  Red  and  Black  this  year.  Their  passing 
and  shooting  were  excellent  and  made  the  spectators  wonder 
how  the  team  lost  so  manv  games  away  from  home — the  size 
of  the  floor   is   the  answer. 

In  closing  the  season  the  team  made  a  trip  into  Michigan 
where  the  North  Shore  quintet  ran  into  one  of  the  best  teams 
of  the  country  when  they  were  defeated  by  Michigan  State 
49  to  16.  The  Foresters  didn't  have  a  chance  against  the 
blocking  and  fastbreaking  offense  of  the  team  that  defeated 
Michigan  and  Ohio  Wesleyan. 

Ferzacca  tried  hard  to  win  the  game  at   Mount  Pleasant 
Normal  by  scoring  twenty-two  of  his  team's  points  when  Lake 
Forest  was  defeated   36  to   41.     The   game  was  slow   and   the 
difference  in  the  interpretation  of  the  rules  caused  the  Brownmen  no  end  of  trouble. 
The  end  of  the  season  showed  seven  victories  and  nine  defeats.     The  team  was 
erratic    one    night    playing    loosely 
and  the  next  night  having  a  pass- 
ing attack  that  couldn't  be  beaten. 
Macklin,    Stang,    Pratt,    Enos   and 
Roskie  will   be   lost  through  grad- 
uation.    The    Athletic    Board    of 
Control   awarded   only  five   letters 
in   basketball   this  year:    Macklin. 
Stang,   Ferzacca,   Roskie  and  Ash- 
V  '  'C .'  ton    having    played    the    necessary 

amount   of   time.      Harold    Moore 
was  awarded  the  manager's  letter.

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On  April  17,  the  1928  Baseball  Season  opened,  with  a  game  at  Farwell  Field 
against  Luther  College  when  the  horsehide  men  battled  the  Iowa  team  to  a  scoreless 
tie.      Mayer  pitched  good  ball,  having  eleven  strikeouts  to  his  credit. 

The  second  game  at  Farwell  Field,  with  Northwestern  College,  on  the  twen- 
tieth, might  well  be  described  as  a  comedy  of  errors.  Orth  opened  on  the  mound  for 
Lake  Forest  and  was  succeeded  by  M.  Burk  and  Hunt  in  rapid  succession.  The 
Northwesterners  accumulated  eight  runs  before  the  home  nine  awoke  from  their 
trance.  Lake  Forest  outhit  the  Wisconsin  team  13  to  10  but  the  final  count  was  North- 
western  10,  Lake  Forest  5. 

Error  type  of  baseball  continued  to  prevail  during  the  next  two  games.  The 
first  with  Armour  Tech  on  April  24,  resulted  in  a  walloping  by  the  Tech  team  to  the 
tune  of  10  to  1.  In  the  Western  State  Normal  Game  there  was  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  work  of  Lake  Forest  but  they  still  continued  on  their  losing  streak.  Mayer 
struck  out  eleven  batters  in  the  game,  pitching  superb  ball,  but  his  teammates  were 
weak  with-  the  sticks,  and  failed  to  overcome  the  Normal  team's  lead.  Score  Lake 
Forest  2,  Western  State  4. 

On  May  2,  the  nine  began  their  tour  of  Southern  Illinois,  crossing  bats  first  with 
Monmouth  College.  The  game  was  marked  by  an  unusual  number  of  errors  by  the 
Foresters,  who  still  seemed  to  be  up  in  the  air,  throwing  away  several  fine  chances  to 
score.     Monmouth  won  7  to  4;  Mayer  pitched  for  Lake  Forest. 

The  next  game  with  Knox  was  the  best  of  the  season  so  far,  Lake  Forest  winning 
9  to  5.  Pratt  and  Rostkowski  found  their  batting  eyes  and  turned  in  three  hits  apiece. 
Orth  turned  in  a  like  number  besides  pitching  a  good  game.

On  May  4  the  last  game  of  the  tour  was  dropped  to  Augustana 
by  the  score  of  9  to  8.  It  was  a  bad  day  for  Lake  Forest,  the 
whole  team  showing  the  effects  of  the  three  games  in  a  row. 
Mayer  pitched. 

The  Lake  Forest  nine  inaugurated  a  winning  streak,  which 
was  to  continue  for  the  rest  of  the  season,  when  they  defeated 
Armour  Tech,  on  May  8,  9  to  2.  Mayer  hurled  for  the  winners, 
allowing  but  four  scattered  hits,  and  striking  out  twelve  batters. 
Orth,  Ferzacca,  and  Mayer  were  the  batting  artists  of  the  day. 

The  Horsehide  tossers  turned  in  their  third  victory  of  the 
season  by  defeating  Northwestern  College  3  to  2,  on  May  11. 
The  home  nine  played  cool,  methodical  baseball  and  brought 
home  a  well  earned  victory. 

Heavy  hitting  by  Lake  Forest,  which  had  ten  hits  for  a  total 
of  seventeen  bases,  was  responsible  for  a  victory  over  North 
Central  on  Maj  17.  J.  Burke  turned  in  a  home  run  to  help 
matters  along.  The  final  score  was  Lake  Forest  8,  North  Central  6. 

V  College  was  the  next  victim,  the  home  nine  nosing  out  the 
Chicago  boys  3  to  2,  on  Farwell  Field.  Mayer  hurled 
good  ball  for  the  Foresters. 

Students'  Day,  May  26,  was  appropriately  celebrated  with  an  8  to  3  victory 
over  Augustana.  The  attack  was  led  by  J.  Burk,  Orth,  Ferzacca,  Pratt,  and  Stang. 
Mayer  pitched  effective  ball. 

Pratt's  homer  in  the  last  half  of  the  seventh  inning,  enabled  youth  to  best  age 
in  the  Alumni  Game  on  June  9.  Pete  Mayer  and  Chuck  Orth  shared  honors  on 
the  mound  for  the  varsity.

The  1928  nine  won  eight  games,  lost  five,  and  tied  one.  The  team  failed  to  hit 
their  stride  until  well  along  in  the  season,  tying  the  first  game  and  dropping  the  next 
four.  How  well  they  snapped  out  of  the  slump  is  shown,  however,  by  the  fact  that 
they  won  the  eight  games  out  of  the  remaining  nine. 

Only  one  letterman  was  lost  by  graduation,  Captain  Laurence  Palmer.  Eleven 
letters  were  awarded  to  the  following:  Palmer,  Pratt,  Stang,  Roskie,  J.  Burk,  Fer- 
zacca, Mayer,  Rostkowski,  Lincke,  Orth,  and  Fawcett,  the  manager.  Other  men  on  the

M.  Burk,  Langdon,  and  Bachman.  Chester  Pratt  was  elected  to  captain  the  1929 
squad.

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The  1938  track  season  opened  on  April  28,  when  Lake  Forest  met  Milwaukee 
Normal  on  Farwell  Field.  The  Foresters  dropped  this  first  dual  meet  of  the  season  by 
an  87  to  39  margin.  Schulz  was  high  man  for  Lake  Forest  with  a  total  of  nine 
points.  This  meet  demonstrated  the  decided  weakness  of  the  squad  in  the  track  events, 
the  Milwaukee  team  annexing  firsts  and  in  many  cases  seconds  in  all  the  dashes  and  dis- 
tance runs. 

In  the  next  meet  at  Naperville,  a  triangular  affair  with  North  Central  and  Beloit 
as  the  opponents,  the  tracksters  returned  with  second  honors.  By  making  a  clean 
sweep  of  the  broad  jump,  winning  firsts  or  seconds  in  all  of  the  field  events,  and  nosing 
out  Beloit  in  the  half-mile  relay,  they  were  able  to  gather  a  total  of  40  2  3  points, 
which  placed  Beloit  third  with  36  1/3  points  and  North  Central  first  with  58.  Mar- 
tin broke  two  Farwell  Field  records  in  this  meet ,  one  in  the  high  jump,  when  he  cleared 
the  bar  at  5  //.  7  in.,  and  the  other  in  the  broad  jump  with  a  leap  of  21  ft.  8  in. 

On  a  day  reminiscent  more  of  March  than  of  May,  the  team  went  down  to  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  the  strong  Carroll  squad,  83  to  48.  Martin  was  the  brilliant  performer 
in  this  meet,  winning  first  places  in  the  broad  jump,  javelin  throw,  and  shot  put.

The  most  successful  venture  of  the  season  was  the  trip  to 
Stagg  Field  on  May  19,  when  the  track  team  cleaned  up  impres- 
sively in  a  quadrangular  meet  with  Armour,  Chicago  Normal  and 
Wheaton.  Showing  unexpected  strength  in  the  field  events  and 
the  hurdles,  the  tracksters  ran  up  a  substantial  total  of  73  points, 
a  wide  margin  over  the  runner-up,  Armour  Tech,  who  gathered 
only  37  points.  The  Lake  Forest  half-mile  relay  team  broke  the 
Farivell  Field  record  in  this  event  by  negotiating  the  distance  in 
1  :35  2  5.  Hernly,  Parker,  Cain  and  Schulz  composed  the  ivin- 
ning  quartet. 


With  only  seven  letter-men  back,  and  none  of  these  with 
more  than  a  year's  experience  on  the  varsity.  Coach  Macintosh 
found  himself  confronted  with  the  task  of  building  up  a  successful 
track  team.  What  the  squad  lacked  in  quality,  however,  it  more 
than  made  up  in  quantity,  forty  men  reporting  for  practice  daily 
on  Farwell  Field.  The  season  as  a  whole  was  a  success,  more 
interest  was  shown  in  track  than  for  a  good  many  years,  which 
bodes  well  for  the  future  of  this  sport  at  Lake  Forest. 

Seven  letters  were  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  year  to :  Captain  Curt  Lundquist, 
Capt. -elect  T.  N.  H.  Martin,  Herbert  Ferner,  Guy  Williams,  Carl  Parker,  A.

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The  tennis  team,  W-I  Conference  Champions,  opened  its  1928  season  on  April

In  its  constitution,  the  purpose  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Association  is  stated  as 
follows:  "The  purpose  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  increase  class  loyalty,  to  cre- 
ate a  university  consciousness,  to  unify  the  athletic  efforts  of  the  women  and  to  formul- 
ate a  policy  for  the  control  of  inter-class  competion." 

Membership  is  granted  to  any  girl  who  receives  100  points  in  athletic  competion. 
These  points  are  awarded  for  participation  in  the  athletics  open  to  women,  which 
include:  field  hockey,  basketball,  track  and  tennis.  This  year,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  W.  A.  A.,  indoor-outdoor  baseball  was  introduced  as  an  added  sport  for  women. 
Swimming  was  also  on  the  schedule  for  the  whole  year. 

Each  spring  a  banquet  is  given  at  which  the  honors  won  by  the  individual  girls 
during  the  year  are  awarded,  and  officers  of  the  association  for  the  succeeding  year  are 
installed.  The  honors,  and  the  basis  on  which  they  are  awarded  are  as  follows: 
100  points,  a  pin;  300  points,  numerals;  600  points,  emblem;  1000  points,  blazer  and 
letter;  1500  points,  star.  A  cup  is  also  given  to  the  most  all-around  girl  in  each  class 
at  the  same  time.

Phi  Pi  Epsilon  was  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  September,  1895,  under  articles 
drafted  by  J.  A.  Conro,  M.  K.  Baker,  E.  R.  Brown  and  E.  U.  Graff.  Others  in 
the  initial  organization  were:  A.  O.  Jackson,  H.  B.  Cragin,  A.  S.  Reid,  W.  W. 
Joeger,  E.  E.  Yaggy,  S.  R.  Brearley,  C.  B.  Hossack  and  O.  H.  Keller. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  fraternity  was  held  in  College  Hall ;  later  a  house  on 
Sheridan  Road  was  rented  and  furnished.  The  name  "Phi  Pi  Epsilon"  was  decided 
on  November  15,  1895.  Owing  to  small  attendance  at  the  college,  the  Fraternity  in 
1898  moved  back  to  the  school.  Several  more  changes  were  made  in  the  next  few 
years  until  in  September,  1907,  the  present  quarters  in  Blackstone  Hall  were  obtained. 

In  the  years  of  the  World  War,  the  active  chapter  was  reduced  in  numbers 
because  a  great  many  saw  service.  As  a  large  number  returned  to  school  after  the 
war,  the  rebuilding  of  the  chapter  was  easier  than  expected.  In  its  thirty-four  years 
of  existence,  the  fraternity  has  grown  from  a  nucleus  of  19  men  to  a  body  of  over  300.

Digamma  was  founded  in  the  spring  of  1906,  originally  for  the  purpose  of  being 
a  secret  society  of  Senior  class  men.  In  the  fall  of  1907  it  admitted  Juniors,  and  in 
1908  it  was  opened  to  underclassmen.  The  six  charter  members  of  the  fraternity 
were:  Albert  Huber  Good,  Lloyd  M.  Burghart,  O.  T.  Bloom,  Clark  Orville  Chap- 
man, Duane  A.  Jackman  and  Charles  Edward  Scott. 

The  fraternity  grew  out  of  the  close  association  that  the  six  founders  had  built  up 
in  the  college.  Meetings  were  held  in  one  another's  room  at  first,  then  in  one  of  the 
larger  rooms  of  North  Hall.  The  fraternity  was  conceived  by  Good,  while  Burghart 
and  Jackman  did  the  literary  part  of  the  organizing.  Of  the  six  men,  two  became 
teachers,  three  went  into  industry,  and  one  became  a  phvsician.

Alpha  Sigma  Kappa  was  conceived  and  organized  by  Robert  W'allenborn  of  the 
class  of  1927.  Wallenborn,  who  is  regarded  as  the  most  talented  concert  pianist  ever 
enrolled  in  Lake  Forest  College,  had  thought  of  organizing  a  fraternity  that  would 
combine  the  attributes  of  a  professional  musical  fraternity  and  a  social  group.  Lack  of 
available  material  caused  the  original  plan  to  be  dropped. 

Having  arranged  the  necessary  details,  the  new  group  petitioned  the  faculty  for 
a  charter  which  was  granted  on  March  9,  192b.  Besides  Wallenborn,  the  successful 
petitioners'were  Ervin  Collins,  '27 ;  Cornelius  Molengraft,  '28 ;  Donald  Lathrop,  '28 
and  several  underclassmen. 

Quarters  for  the  fraternity  were  secured  in  the  north  wing  of  Blackstone  Hall 
the  following  autumn. 

From  its  inception  with  six  active  members,  Alpha  Sigma  Kappa  has  grown 
slowly  but  steadily  until  it  now  has  a  membership  of  thirty-one  actives  and  four 
pledges.

To  find  the  beginning  of  Kappa  Sigma,  one  must  retrace  one's  steps  five  cen- 
turies, back  to  the  days  of  the  Renaissance  and  the  Revival  of  Learning  in  Italy.  In 
1400  there  came  to  the  University  of  Bologna  Manuel  Chrysalorus,  student,  from 
Constantinople.  That  he  and  his  friends  might  be  protected  from  the  tyrannical 
governor  of  the  city  of  Bologna,  who  was  wont  to  practice  robbery  and  extortion  on 
the  students,  Chrysalorus  led  the  organization  of  a  secret  order  for  mutual  protection. 
The  order  was  named  in  Hebrew,  Kirjah  Sepher,  "City  of  Letters,"  and  under  this 
name  it  spread  to  the  five  great  universities  of  Europe. 

One  of  the  founders  of  the  American  order,  traveling  in  Europe  in  1869,  was 
a  gues^t  of  one  of  the  families  which  still  cherished  the  secrets  of  that  ancient  body. 
Inquiry  led  to  the  communication  of  the  secrets  to  the  American  with  the  stipulation 
that  he  introduce  the  order  into  the  United  States.  In  December,  1869,  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  was  founded  The  Order  of  Kappa  Sigma  in  America;  Kappa  and 
Sigma  being  the  Greek  initials  of  the  name  of  the  ancient  Italian  order. 

Alpha-Chi  Chapter  at  Lake  Forest  was  the  fifteenth  to  be  chartered  and  the  first 
north  of  the  Mason  Dixon  line.  It  was  the  outgrowth  of  the  old  literary  society, 
Zeta  Epsilon.  The  present  charter  was  granted  in  1896,  after  anti-fraternity  legis- 
lation had  caused  the  removal  of  the  1881  charter.

Peter  S.  Presta  was  elected  as  the  first  president  of  this  new  social  organization, 
for  the  second  semester  of  the  college  year.  Although  the  group  does  not  at  present 
possess  fraternity  rooms,  it  is  understood  that  such  will  be  provided'  by  the  college 
at  the  opening  of  school  next  autumn.  The  chartering  of  this  group  brought  to  five 
the  number  of  men's  fraternities  on  the  campus.

In  February,  1927,  the  Pioneer  Club  was  organized  on  the  Lake  Forest  College 
Campus  with  the  purpose  of  providing  social  life,  maintaining  a  higher  scholastic 
standing,  and  forming  a  closer  bond  among  a  hitherto  unorganized  group  of  girls.

The  faculty  granted  the  charter  in  May, 
1928,  as  Beta  Sigma  Iota.  Negotiations  were  being  made  which  resulted  in  Beta  Sigma 
Iota  becoming  a  national  sorority,  Kappa  Sigma  Tau. 

On  June  24,  1928,  Delta  Chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  Tau  was  installed  at  its  con- 
vention in  Chicago,  at  the  LaSalle  Hotel.  Kappa  Sigma  Tau  is  the  only  national 
sorority  at  Lake  Forest  College.
